A HOMELESS man was 
jailed after he was seen 
sharpening a kitchen knife 
in a public park close to a 
children’s play area. 

Police were called to Bri¬ 
tannia Park in Rowley Regis 
after a member of the public 
spotted Shabab Hussain 
playing with the knife, Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court 
heard. 

Mr Edward Soulsby, pros¬ 
ecuting, said that the call to 
the police was around 
11.30am on September 12 
this year. 

He said: “When they 
arrived they found this 
defendant was sat sharpen¬ 
ing his knife, very close to 
the children’s play area.” 

When the police approa¬ 
ched Hussain, he fled and 
dropped the knife. In order 
to detain him police used a 
taser. 

The court heard in inter¬ 
view Hussain, of no fixed 
address, said he had drunk a 
large quantity of vodka and 
smoked cannabis the night 
before and could not remem¬ 
ber how he ended up in the 
park with the knife. 

Hussain had previously 
been convicted of having a 
bladed article in a public 
place. 

The court heard the 25- 
year-old had already served 
28 days in prison and Judge 
Eades jailed him for four 
weeks. He must pay an £80 
victim surcharge.

JOBS are under threat as part of a shake-up of Dudley 
Performing Arts as the borough’s council chiefs look to 
cut £178,000 from its budget. 

Staff are being consulted about restructuring plans for the service, which runs music and 
dance concerts and classes for youngsters across the borough. 

The latest cut-backs follow a reduction in funding for the service in 2011, which saw it 
forced to cancel two major music festivals which used to attract up to 5,000 people each. 

Staff have been warned about ‘the possibility of redundancy’, say council officials. 


Society move 
to HQ at The 
waterfront 

THE DUDLEY Building Society is moving 
its headquarters and creating 10 jobs. 

The organisation will open a new HQ at a 
two-storey office at The Waterfront, near 
the Merry Hill Shopping Centre, on 
Monday. 

The move will see up to 55 staff switch to 
the business park, including 10 new 
recruits, while the society’s shop in Stone 
Street will remain open to customers. 

Belonging 

The offices were previously occupied by 
aerospace engineering group Hampson 
Industries, until the firm collapsed last year. 

Announcing the move for the 155-year- 
old society, chief executive Jeremy Wood 
said: “Dudley Building Society has been a 
fixture of the local landscape for over 150 
years and we continue to draw our sense of 
purpose and belonging from our Black 
Country roots. 

“Our new head office gives us the room to 
build on those strong local bonds and, as our 
forward-looking plans begin to mature, we 
shall be looking to the local community for 
new personnel to add to the 10 head office 
roles we have created this year. 

“We now have a wonderful base from 
which to develop all aspects of our business, 
which in turn will benefit our members, as 
well as provide additional work opportuni¬ 
ties in and around the Dudley area.” 


Councillor Tim Crumpton, cabinet 
member for children’s services and lifelong 
learning, said: “As part of the budget 
setting process which was agreed last year, 
we are in the middle of consulting staff over 
a restructure.” 

He said the council remained ‘fully com¬ 
mitted’ to performing arts in the borough 
and the ‘important part that can play in 
young people’s education’. 

Venues 

DPA organises an annual summer festi¬ 
val held in Dudley town centre each July as 
well as spring and winter festivals held at 
venues across the borough. 

Students also take part in a range of 
borough events such as the civic carol 
service at Dudley’s Top Church and 
Remembrance Sunday service. 

Staff with other arts organisations and 
local schools to run workshops and events. 

Last year the council announced plans to 
save almost £22 million over three years. 

It comes on top of more than £30m 
slashed since 2010, which has seen 487 vol¬ 
untary redundancies and 74 compulsory 
redundancies at the authority. 

The council needs to save £10.7m in 
2013/14, a further £4.8m in 2014/15 and 
£6.3m in 2015/16. 

The budget also included proposals for 
parks and streets not being maintained as 
often and garden waste to go uncollected for 
five months to reduce costs. The council has 
brought in wheelie bins for household 
rubbish as part of long-term plans to make 
savings. Other savings proposed include 
£lm from management costs and trimming 
£470,000 from grounds maintenance. 

Plans to freeze council tax were also 
agreed by the cabinet. The move followed 
the Big Question consultation with resi¬ 
dents, which cost £6,000. It showed that 
while 51 per cent of people were willing to 
pay more council tax to protect council serv¬ 
ices, 60 per cent were not willing to accept 
more than a two per cent rise.

Stacey Withers, from Tipton, was 
charged more for the clip than she was 
for a week’s luxury getaway to Turkey. 

The dental nurse, aged 25, had 
downloaded the DreamWorks film to 
cheer up her three-year-old son Joel, 
Stacey Withers with the who fell ill with an ear infection during 
download on screen the holiday two weeks ago. But she was 



astounded when she discovered the 
clip had cost her £l,118.05p - £101 
more than the holiday and the equiva¬ 
lent of £223.60 per minute. The 
mother-of-one, who had saved for two 
years for the trip, has refused to pay. 
She said: “It’s absolutely disgusting.” 

She said her son had been crying for 
nearly six days because of his infection. 
“He is mad for Madagascar and I knew 
it was the only thing that might get 
him to calm down” she said. “I turned 


on data roaming for about five minutes 
and started to download it and got 
about 18 per cent. I started to worry it 
would cost me a few hundred - so I 
stopped.” She was on holiday with her 
partner Danny Langford, 23, and Joel. 

An Orange spokeswoman said: 
“Customers are automatically capped 
to ensure they are not charged more 
than £51 for roaming data in a given 
month. In this instance the customer 
contacted Orange to opt out.”

Move to halt 
sales of cheap 
strong drink 

SUPERMARKETS and off 
licences in the West Mid¬ 
lands would be asked to sign 
a deal to stop them selling 
super-strength alcohol 
cheaply under plans pro¬ 
posed by the region’s police 
chief. 

West Midlands Police and 
Crime Commissioner Bob 
Jones has been in talks with 
health and council bosses in 
Wolverhampton with the 
aim of stopping city centre 
off licences selling high- 
proof alcohol cheaply. 

The proposals have been 
ut forward in a bid to tackle 
ooze-fuelled crime and, if 
successful, Mr Jones said the 
voluntary scheme would be 
rolled out across the Black 
Country and the whole of 
the West Midlands. 

The police chief said he 
wants to put an end to a 
culture of ‘beer cheaper than 
water’ in stores. 

Currently, a similar model 
exists in Ipswich where 70 
per cent of off-sale sites have 
signed up to the scheme. 
Since it was implemented, 
anti-social behaviour and 
street drinking has dropped. 

Mr Jones said: “We are 
keen to look at how it is 
being used in Ipswich before 
it is introduced here. 

“What we don’t want to do 
is bring it into a town or city 
centre then someone simply 
walks across the border and 
buys their cheap alcohol 
there.” 


The council says the cost 
of the refurbishment work is 
expected to be around 
£17,000. 

It is the latest library in 
the borough to be given a 
revamp, following work at 
Dudley and Netherton 
libraries. 

Essential 

Councillor Stuart Turner, 
cabinet member for 
libraries, said: “Unfortu¬ 
nately we need to close the 
library in order for these 
essential improvement 
works to be carried out, but 
would remind library users 
that other libraries are 
available nearby including 
Halesowen, Long Lane and 
Lye.” 

Last year self-service tech¬ 
nology was fitted at the 
Cradley building. The 
machine allows visitors to 
borrow and return books 
themselves and is also 
designed to free staff so they 
can focus on helping people 
in the libraries. 

A £208,000 revamp of 
Dudley Library was also 
completed. Meanwhile, chil¬ 
dren and young people visit¬ 
ing libraries in the borough 
are being asked to take part 
in a survey which will help 
design services in the future. 
It will run from October 21 
for two weeks. 

Councillor Turner said: 
“It’s really important that 
children and young people 
have the opportunity to tell 
us what they like or dislike 
about their library to ensure 
we deliver a library service 
that is in tune with what 
they want.”

‘Fifinella’ is in pristine nick and getting 
ready for a triumphant return to the open 
road - thanks to her devoted fan club of 
retired engineers and mechanics. 

The Wolverhampton-built 10/12 horse¬ 
power vehicle, which can achieve speeds up 
to 25mph ‘on a good day on a good hill’, has 
had a complete overhaul by members of the 
Volunteer Transport Group at the Black 
Country Living Museum. 

Now she is ready to join in the 56-mile 
London to Brighton veteran car rally on 
November 3, which celebrates the ‘emanci¬ 
pation of the motor car’, when the road 
speed limit was raised from four miles an 
hour to 14mph in 1896.

Diggers and other machinery have been 
clearing the site, prepring the way for the 
work for construction to begin while the 
foundations are also being put in. 

Sandwell Council is warning motorists to 
prepare for delays from next week. 

Signals 

Temporary traffic signals are being set up 
while the work is carried out to the new 
station on the site of the former municipal 
building. 

Temporary four-way signals will be set up 


at the junction of Halesowen Road, Barrs 
Road and Beauty Bank. They will be manu¬ 
ally controlled during peak periods and 
drivers are being warned to expect delays. 

The work was due to start this week and 
is not due to be completed until Monday, 
October 28. 

The new building is replacing the present 
station, in Mace Street, Cradley Heath. 
Halesowen’s own fire station in Hagley 
Road shut last year amid protests. Work on 
the new site started in July and will take 
around 40 weeks in total to complete. 


Councillor John Edwards, chairman of 
West Midlands Fire and Rescue Authority, 
has said it is expected the facility will be 
complete by April, at the earliest. 

The station will be a base for 44 firefight¬ 
ers and a fire engine. 

It will have three vehicle bays, with a new 
brigade response vehicle expected to be 
housed there from 2015. 

A West Midlands Ambulance Service 
vehicle and crew will also start and end their 
duties from the site.

Arnhem return for John, 90,

brings

IT WAS a bridge too far in the 
Second World War and the Battle 
of Arnhem saw young parachutist 
John Baker taken prisoner of war. 

Now - as he celebrates his 90th birth¬ 
day - he has recounted how he and 12 
comrades were forced to give them¬ 
selves up to the Germans as houses lit¬ 
erally blew up around them during 
their trek to reinforce troops battling to 
take the nearby bridge. 

He celebrated his 21st birthday in Stalag 
12A, in transit to his eventual home for more 
than seven months, Stalag 11B near 
Hanover, where he was forced to put in long 
days of hard labour on near-starvation 
rations. 

Once at Stalag 11B, Gornal-born John 
heard a distinctive dialect through the 
barbed wire in another section of the camp - 
and called out ‘how you going, Joe Marsh?’ 
He and Joe had grown up together in Gornal 
and the two men shared Joe’s last two Wood¬ 
bine cigarettes. 

Wreath 

John, now of Sedgley, has just returned 
from a moving pilgrimage back to Arnhem. 
He laid a wreath to mark the 69th anniver¬ 
sary of the battle. Though year by year fewer 
and fewer of the brave veterans who sur¬ 
vived Arnhem remain, he fully intends to be 
there for the ‘big one’, the 70th anniversary. 

John, a great-grandfather, who has lived 
in Ettymore Road West since 1949, was just 
17 when he lied to join the Army in 1940, 
saying he was 18. He joined the Welsh 
Fusiliers but later a call came round for vol¬ 
unteers for the airborne forces. 

He was tempted by the prospect of an 
extra two shillings a day - at the time he was 


earning only 14 shillings a week, so it would 
double his wage - and a red beret that all the 
girls fell for. 

So off he went, in 1942, to join the 1st air¬ 
borne division and saw active service in the 
North Africa campaign, followed by Sicily 
and Italy. 

“North Africa was a long campaign - the 
paras were supposed to be in and out but we 
were used as infantry,” said John. 

In late September 1944, John and the rest 
of his division in the British Airborne forces 
landed outside the Dutch town for Opera¬ 
tion Market Garden. A number of other 
bridges had been taken but Arnhem proved 
the bridge too far, as immortalised in the 
blockbuster film of the same name. 

Soon the forces were surrounded and 
almost 2,000 were killed, with many more 
injured and taken prisoner. John said: “We 
landed about eight miles from the bridge 


and were among 10,000. We got within a 
quarter of a mile before we hit the heavy 
stuff. Two Panzer divisions were refitting 
just outside Arnhem, which threw us. 
They’d got heavy tanks and flamethrowers, 
against our rifles and machine guns. 

“They were literally blowing houses down 
around us. Our officer decided the only way 
out was to surrender, somewhere near the 
Elizabeth Hospital in West Arnhem.” 

John and his comrades spent five days 
being transported, 40 to a cattle truck, on 
the railway into Germany to their prison 
camps. There he was set to hard labour 
clearing up bomb damage and helping to lay 
railway lines. 

They were surviving on one loaf of 
German black bread between seven men 
each day, with a pint of ‘skilly’ - a watery 
soup. Very rarely they would have some 
potatoes or sauerkraut and about once a 


John joined up in 1940 when he was 17 

month Red Cross parcels would arrive with 
concentrated soup and chocolate. 

“Remarkably I only lost a few pounds and 
we were eventually relieved by a spearhead 
of the American 5th army, which caught up 
with us as the Germans marched us away 
from the camp,” said John. 

He returned to Bulford camp, near Salis¬ 
bury, where he met his wife Rosalin. The 
couple, who had three daughters, celebrated 
65 years of marriage. Rosalin died last year, 
aged 89. 

John became a grinding machine operator 
at Contractor Switchgear in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, later working at Tipton and then as a 
member of security staff at John Thomp¬ 
son’s boiler makers in Ettingshall. 

John, who celebrated his 90th birthday 
with a family party at The Lodge in Welling¬ 
ton Road, Dudley, said: “I was young com¬ 
pared to most - a boy amongst men.”

Opening door on 
history of tunnels

Below ground lie chilling 
reminders of the Cold War as 

LEE WATTON found out 
when he went under ground 

A TREE-LINED rural track bor¬ 
dered on either side by sand¬ 
stone rock is the unassuming 
entrance to a vast underground 
complex which was once the 
centre of vital military opera¬ 
tions. 

Drakelow Tunnels were used to manu¬ 
facture machine parts during the Second 
World War and was designated a regional 
seat of government in the event of 
nuclear attack during the Cold War. 

And the three-mile network of tunnels 
is still full of reminders of its military 
past from electrical vehicles used to move 
components to kitchen equipment once 
used by staff. 

Plans are now in place to transform the 
tunnels, between Kinver and Wolverley, 
into a museum honouring the site’s past. 
The scheme has yet to be approved by 
Wyre Forest District Council. 

Ensure 

And before any work is carried out, site 
caretaker Sid Robinson has thrown open 
the heavy metal door to the complex, 
north of Kidderminster, to give a glimpse 
of what is inside. 

The first sight is a security booth which 
would once have been manned to ensure 
only authorised personnel could gain 
access to the complex. 

Mr Robinson, aged 43, who has over¬ 
seen the site since the early 1990s, said 
under the new plans the booth would be 
restored to its original appearance. 

There is the sickbay where staff and 
occupants would have been treated. 
Basins are still standing in the room. 

Under the museum plan, a window will 
be fitted to the room and actors will 
perform an operation from the period on 
a screen. This will show visitors the kind 


of medical treatment people using the 
tunnels could have expected in the 
event of a nuclear war,. 

Close by is the BBC Room, from 
which broadcasts would have been 
made telling people what was happen¬ 
ing after a nuclear attack. 

A control desk from the period is still 
in place along with telephones from 
both the 1960s and early 1980s. 

Mr Robinson said: “It is chilling to 
think someone would have sat here and 
reported what was going on if a nuclear 
war had taken place.” 

Large areas of the tunnels have been 
opened up into walkways. These would 
have originally been taken up by offices, 
but these structures have since col¬ 
lapsed and been cleared away. 

When the tunnels were used as a 
factory during the Second World War 


around 600 people would have worked 
there. A kitchen from the 1940s, includ¬ 
ing vats and serving areas, is still in exis¬ 
tence, but needs restoration. 

Mr Robinson said: “The interest in 
the site and its history has always been 
very high and the museum will allow 
people to learn more about the tunnels. 

“Most of the feedback we have 
received has been positive and in an 
ideal world we would hope to have the 
museum up and running by late next 
year.” 

He added: “Ideally, we want this to be 
an additional tourist attraction adding 
to nearby Kinver Edge and the Severn 
Valley Railway.” 

Mr Robinson said they would 
welcome help from anyone who could 
provide period equipment to serve as 
exhibits. Under the plans, submitted by 


owners Quercus Ilex SA, a visitor centre 
would be built. There are also proposals 
for six houses which would generate cash 
to fund work on the museum. And the 
scheme is designed to be phase one of 
planned improvements for the site. 

Once the museum has been estab¬ 
lished there are also proposals for nature 
walks giving better access to the listed 
Baxter Monument and views over the 
escarpment where the tunnels are built. 

The monument is an obelisk which 
was built in the mid-19th century by 
William Hancock in honour of 17th 
century preacher Richard Baxter. There 
are also plans to restore a series of rock 
houses near to the tunnel entrances. 

Mr Robinson said: “There are a lot of 
plans for the site. The aim is to bring the 
tunnels and the surrounding area back 
into use. It is such a shame to have build¬ 
ings and tunnels of such historic interest 
which are not being used in some way.” 

Effort 

“There is a great deal of work to be 
done before the tunnels are ready and we 
are always on the look out for people who 
can donate equipment to us for exhibits.” 

The tunnels were designed by Sir 
Alexander Gibb and Partners and were 
excavated from the sandstone hills 
during the conflict. 

It was to be a factory for the Rover 
company, who were manufacturing 
engines for use in the war effort. 

Construction work began in June 1941 
but full production did not start at the 
complex until May 1943. It cost more 
than £1 million to complete. 

During the 1950s, the site was used by 
the Ministry of Supply for storage. It was 
developed by the Home Office as a 
Regional Seat of Government in the late 
1950s and modernised during the 1980s 

The site was decommissioned during 
the early 1990s and sold but firm plans 
for the site have never been put in place. 

Mr Robinson said: “The aim of these 
plans are to retain the tunnels and high¬ 
light their historic importance to the 
area.”

Eliza linked to industrial 
past as a notable figure 


A SEDGLEY chainmaking 
magnate and bare-knuckle 
boxing legend the Tipton Slasher 
are among the latest additions to 
a prestigious guide to the people 
who shaped Britain. 

More than 70 notable historic 
figures connected with the West Mid¬ 
lands are featured in the latest update 
to the Oxford Dictionary of National 
Biography, which can be viewed over 
the internet. 

The latest additions include Eliza 
Tinsley, a Sedgley widow who owned 
one of the largest nail and chain 
making businesses in the West Mid¬ 
lands, and inventor Thomas Parker, 
whose Wolverhampton business pio¬ 
neered electricity as a form of domes¬ 
tic power, and also invented Coalite 
smokeless fuel. 

Juvenile 

Jack Judge, the Oldbury comedian 
who wrote the popular wartime ditty 
It’s A Long Way to Tipperary, is also 
featured in the new guide, along with 
Tipton Slasher William Perry, who 
was the boxing champion of England 
from 1850 to 1857. 

Another famous name from the 
region was Dame Geraldine Cadbury, 
who was born in 1865. 

After marrying into famous choco¬ 
late-making dynasty, reconciled 
increasing wealth with a commitment 
to social reform, becoming a volunteer 
probation officer and a nationally- 
recognised expert on juvenile justice 
policy. 

But one of the most remarkable 
stories was that of Birmingham 
button manufacturer Skirrow Wright, 
1822-1880, who became one of the 
leading figures in local government 
during the second half of the 19th 
century. He died suddenly while 
attending a committee meeting in the 
newly-opened council house.

A statue of him was placed in front 
of the municipal buildings. 

West Bromwich draper John Black- 
ham, who founded the Pleasant 
Sunday Afternoon movement which 
organised church-related activities for 
men on Sunday afternoons, also gets a 
listing. 

Editor Philip Carter said one of the 
principal objectives of the Oxford Dic¬ 
tionary of National Biography was to 
document the lives of major figures 
from Britain’s industrial past. 

“The Black Country - now recog¬ 
nised as the world’s first industrial 
landscape - is a particular focus of the 
latest dictionary update,” he said. 

“This was the area that supplied the 


world with hardware - from everyday 
household objects to the anchor chain 
of the Titanic - and the dictionary 
gives examples of some of the most 
remarkable lives.” 

Birmingham University professor 
and Express & Star columnist Carl 
Chinn is among the contributors to 
the latest update, having written the 
entries for Birmingham Labour MP 
Percy Shurmer and author Kate 
Dayus, best known for her childhood 
memories of Edwardian Birming¬ 
ham. 

The latest updates to the 60-volume 
publication can now be vie.wed free of 
charge on the internet to anybody with 
library membership.

South Staffs led heroic 
struggle for the Somme 


by Carl Chinn 

FOR SO many of us, our thoughts of the 
First World War are dominated by 
water-sodden and dirty trenches, 
heroic yet unsuccessful attacks across 
the mud of no man’s land, and bloody 
losses of life in futile battles ordered by 
incompetent and insensitive generals. 

In particular, the terrible first day of the 
Somme looms large in our national and collec¬ 
tive consciousness about the horrors of the 
Great War. 

Among those who went ‘over the top’ on July 1, 
1916 were the men of the 1st Battalion the South 
Staffordshire Regiment. Territorials, they were 
part of the 137th Staffordshire Brigade, which 
included two battalions each from North and South 
Staffordshire. It belonged to the 46th (North 
Midland) Division, one of the 14 peace-time divi¬ 
sions of the Territorial Force. 

The 5th South Staffordshire Regiment had its 
headquarters and four companies at Walsall, with 
other companies at Bloxwich, Hednesford, 
Handsworth and Wednesbury. 

As for the 6th battalion, it was based in Wolver¬ 
hampton, where it had three companies, with 
others in Willenhall, Sedgley, Darlaston, Bilston 
and Tettenhall. Like all Territorial soldiers, the 
men of the 46th North Midland Division were 
mobilised when war was declared on August 4, 
1914. 

Its 18,000 infantrymen, gunners, engineers, and 
medics then trained strenuously until early March 
1915 when they were shipped to France - thus 
becoming the first complete Territorial Division to 
take the field. By now, the two Staffordshire battal¬ 
ions had become the l/5th and 1/6th and on the first 
day of the Somme, they joined the 56th (London 
Division) to attack Gommecourt, an enemy salient 
that bulged out from the German lines into no 
man’s land. This assault was a diversion to draw 
German troops away from Serre to the south. 

The two divisions attacked to the north and

south of the heavily fortified village and aimed to 
link up behind it - thus cutting off the Germans. 
The plan failed. After the Great War, a committee of 
the officers of the l/6th wrote up the battalion’s war 
history. 

At the time, even the commanding officer, Lieu¬ 
tenant J H Thursfield, was unaware of the reasons 
for the attack. At 6.25am an intense British bom¬ 
bardment began, but “the enemy replied vigorously, 
both with his field guns and howitzers, and revealed 
the true strength of his artillery.” 

Guns 

One of these machine guns was in the north-west 
corner of Gommecourt Village and could not be 
silenced and it “must have been responsible for a 
large number of the casualties in the advance”. 

Shortly before 7.30 the attack was launched, but 
“the enemy’s fire was intense, and from the very 
start casualties were heavy. The smokescreen, after 
settling down, drifted parallel with the front instead 
of towards the enemy, with the result that when 
halfway across no man’s land the assaulting waves 
came within full view of the enemy. On reaching the 
wire, men looked in vain for the openings they had 
expected. It had been cut by our artillery, but no 
guns could remove it, and it remained in such 
masses as effectually to prevent a passage”. 


However, one gap had been made and some of D 
Company “managed to gain a footing in the 
enemy’s front line, but were soon outnumbered and 
fell”. The bombers under Lieutenant Flaxman also 
made for the gap but the wire “prevented them 
from getting to grips, and they were shot down in 
the open”. 

On the right flank C Company engaged the 
enemy “but they could make no headway and suf¬ 
fered heavily. For the rest, those men who passed 
through the barrages and escaped the machine gun 
fire could make no progress past the enemy’s wire. ” 
As for A and B Companies, they found no gaps. 

Casualties were severe. Out of the total of 239 in 
the battalion, most occurred within a few minutes 
of the beginning of the attack. As for the l/5th 
South Staffords, that battalion had also suffered 
high casualties, with 219 men killed or wounded. 

The Battle of the Somme was not the first action 
that l/5th and l/6th had been involved in. Along 
with the rest of the 46th North Midland Division 
they had taken part in the Battle of Loos, when on 
October 15, 1915 they had attacked the Hohen¬ 
zollern Redoubt. 

This was a most forbidding fortification that was 
linked to the German lines behind it by two well- 
protected trenches called Little Willie and Big 
Willie. The l/5th and l/6th South Staffordshire 
Regiment were enjoined to capture Big Willie and 
then move on to take a defensive site called Fosse 8, 
a mine at the base of a slagheap. 

According to James P Jones in his History of the 
South Staffordshire Regiment (1923), as soon as 
the South Staffs attacked they “came under a 
deadly cross-fire from three sides. With a rush they 
captured the main trench, but owing to heavy 
machine gun fire swift progress was impossible.” 

Resolutely the South Staffs battled along Big 
Willie and “far into the night this soldiers’ battle 
continued, for it had become an affair of individual 
gallantry and endurance. Here, for three days, they 
fought and endured like the heroes of old, until they 
were relieved by the 2nd Guards Brigade”. Casual¬ 
ties were heavy. The 1/5 and l/6th had lost 31 offi¬ 
cers while 695 other ranks had been killed, 
wounded or were missing.

Families were poorly paid by 
the suppliers for the amount 


of work done and often in 
tokens to be used in shops 
and pubs run by the owners. 

Workers from time to time 
went on strike for better 
wages. As mechanisation 
took over so the cottage 
industries declined and 
most of the buildings were 


demolished. A couple of 
listed buildings remained on 
Birmingham Road, Broms- 
grove, and were due for dem¬ 
olition but kept in tact. 

It was decided to remove 
the cottage to Avoncroft 
Museums and demolition 
took place in July 2012.

Lollipop sticks record motorists 


LOLLIPOP men and ladies pro¬ 
viding a safe crossing to school 
for youngsters have long suf¬ 
fered the wrath of inpatient 
motorists. 

But now the workers at Dudley Council 
have a weapon in their armoury which 
appears to be quelling the problem and 
improving road safety 

Cameras positioned inside the signal 
poles are designed as a deterrent against 
road rage outbursts, and they also record 
footage of drivers failing to stop at the 
crossings. 

Figures revealed this week show the 
number of reported dangerous driving inci¬ 
dents has dropped from eight last year, to 
only four so far this year. 

Coral Holloway, the council’s school 
crossing co-ordinator and lollipop lady for 
14 years, said: “We’re now seeing a more 
careful approach from drivers - the 
message appears to be getting out there. 


“Motorists are spotting the signs 
warning of the cameras and are abiding by 
the rules.” 

The cameras are in two of the council’s 
lollipop sticks, and are shifted around the 
borough to problem areas. 

They begin recording when lifted verti¬ 
cally and take footage from the front and 
back of the sign. 

Identify 

The film can then be used to identify the 
motorist, who can be sent a warning letter 
from the council. 

There are currently 88 regular lollipop 
lady and men, with nine back-up staff. 

Councillor Khursid Ahmed, the council’s 
cabinet member for transport, said: “There 
have been a few incidents in the past which 
have led us to install the cameras, but the 
good news is they appear to be working. 

“This, alongside the introduction of 
20mph speed limits outside some schools, 
is improving the safety of children, which is 
key to us.” The tiny video camera

BAILIFFS will be working around the 
clock to seize roaming horses which are 
plaguing residents in Sandwell as a 
controversial policy cracking down on 
strays is beefed up. 

The authority is also seeking to link 
up with other Black Country councils 
to halt the horse menace. 

Sandwell Council has taken on a new 
company of bailiffs who will work 
around the clock, instead of the former 
firm that only collected the beasts at 
night. 

The authority also revealed that, as 
well as police, it could partner other 


Black Country councils to ensure some 
horses are not ignored simply because 
they keep crossing borders. 

Councillor Ian Jones, Sandwell’s 
jobs and economy boss, said the council 
was now considering joining forces 
with authorities in Wolverhampton 
and Walsall in an effort to streamline 
the bailiff service and cut costs. 

Flout 

The problem is one of the biggest 
being dealt with in the region and also 
affects Dudley borough. 

He said some horse owners were con¬ 


tinuing to flout the rules, with Princes 
End in Tipton among the worst- 
affected areas. 

He said: “People are still not heeding 
to our warning.

12 Angry Men, 
Birmingham Rep 

WHEN you re-enact a film as iconic 
and acclaimed as 12 Angry Men you 
had better get it right, fortunately the 
terrifically passionate cast led by 
Martin Shaw did and superbly so. 

Shaw, who takes the part of the 
quietly spoken architect, Juror No8, 
played by Henry Fonda in the 1957 film 
adaptation, is supported by a cast 
which includes Hollywood Walk of 
Famer Robert Vaughn and British film 
star Nick Moran. 

The drama focuses on the tensions of 
a jury deciding the fate of a juvenile 
delinquent accused of murdering his 
father and facing the electric chair in 
1950s America. 

When the vote is taken one man, 
Juror No8, stands alone and dares to 
express his doubts, much to the 
chagrin of the others who see it as a cut 
and dried case. 

Shaw’s character tries to express his 
doubts amid the clamour of bigotry and 
angst which surfaces from the variety 
of characters, none more so than Miles 
Richardson as Juror No. 10 who is fan¬ 
tastic as the furious and sickeningly 
bigoted blue collar “Joe” who takes 
every opportunity to spit his venom 
and bile to all around him. 

Also, Juror No. 11, played by Lee J 
Cobb in the film, and this time played

There are lots of other good songs in Fiddler, including 
the haunting Sunrise Sunset and Matchmaker, a showcase 
for the three elder daughters, played superbly by Emily 
O’Keefe, Liz Singleton and Claire Petzal.

Elderly targeted by con 
to hand over bank cards 


Terry launches next book

CONMEN who are pretending to 
be police officers in order to trick 
people into handing over their 
bank cards and details to a fake 
‘courier’ are targeting elderly 
people. 

Three people are known to have 
been approached since the start of 
October prompting police to issue a 
warning to older people across Birm¬ 
ingham. 

In all three crimes one of the tricksters 
has called claiming to be a Pc Miller based 
at Holborn police station in London and 
have even quoted a fictional police officer 
ID number of 3553 to convince victims they 
are genuine. 

They have then told their victims that 
they have two men in custody and that they 
have found a cloned bank card containing 
their personal details. The man has then 
told them to contact their bank immedi¬ 
ately in order to ensure that no money has 
been withdrawn from their account. 

Refused 

But the thieves jam the telephone, 
meaning that when the victims have called 
their bank, they have actually spoken to 
the same fraudster who called them in the 
first place. It means the target of the scam 
has unwittingly disclosed their bank 
details to the fraudster. 

At this point, the offender has claimed to 
need the original bank card as evidence and 
has offered to send a ‘courier’ to the 
victim’s address to collect it. Once this has 
been done, the cards have been used along 
with the PIN numbers to withdraw cash. 

Despite three people being contacted in 
the West Midlands, two fraud-sawy pen¬ 
sioners refused to fall for the con and would 
not give their details.

Haunting tales for Halloween 
from masters of the macabre 


Adult Fiction 

FOR skin-crawling terror, no one has sur¬ 
passed Montague Rhodes James. In unfor¬ 
gettable tales such as Oh Whistle and I’ll 
Come To You My Lad, A View from a Hill 
and A Warning to the Curious, the 19th 
century born Cambridge University aca¬ 
demic perfected the ghost story. 

James’s horrors lurk in the shadows of 
ancient churches, in the pages of dusty 
books or even in the very sheets of your 
bed. His protagonists are often scholars, 
whose meddling in the past stirs a venge¬ 
ful, implacable supernatural foe. 

Another academic, Darryl Jones, has 
edited a new edition of M R. James: Col¬ 
lected Ghost Stories (Oxford Univer¬ 
sity Press, paperback, £8.99). Here are all 
33 tales of terror. If you read them, be pre¬ 
pared for restless nights. 

If you are partial to Downton Abbey and 
period ghost stories such as The Others, 
look no further than The Uninvited 
Guests by Sadie Jones (Vintage Books, 
paperback, £7.99). 

It’s 1912 and preparations are taking 
place above and below stairs for the 20th 
birthday of Emerald Torrington at the 
grand but crumbling Sterne House. So it 
comes as a major inconvenience when pas¬ 
sengers involved in a rail accident arrive 
seeking shelter. As night falls and a storm 
rages, the Torrington family start to feel 
uneasy about their mysterious uninvited 
guests and not just because some of them 
may have come from third class. 

Children’s Fiction 

David Walliams is familiar to adults for 
his comic antics in Little Britain and Big 
School, but to the nation’s children he is 
better known as a hugely popular author 
of cheeky irreverent stories much in the 
tradition of Roald Dahl. In his latest book 
chart-topper Demon Dentist (Harper- 
Collins, hardback, £12.99) the tooth fairy 
has apparently been leaving slugs and 
spiders under pillows instead of the usual 
coin. Dentally-challenged young lad Alfie, 
who has decided magic does not exist, is 
reluctant to believe his friend Gabz when 
she warns him that new dentist, the terri¬ 


fying Miss Root, is a witch. Walliams 
handles the comedy well but also touches 
on issues with an unpatronising frank¬ 
ness. And Miss Root is his nastiest villain 
yet. 

Haunted (Oxford University Press, 
paperback, £6.99) by William Hussey is a 
tasty terror tale for teens. A pair of young¬ 
sters discover that the disturbing stories 
of strange goings-on in the town of Milton 
Lake are more than tall tales. Someone is 
using a Ghost Machine to conjure angry 
spirits back and they determine to stop 
them. This story from the Witchfinder 
author is worth checking out if you like 
Darren Shan and Ray Bradbury. 

Ghosthunter Anthony Lockwood and 
Co have a last chance of redemption after 
another case goes wrong but it means the 
team - including new psychic investigator 
Lucy Carlyle - spending a night in the 
most haunted house in Britain. Barti- 
maeus author Jonathan Stroud’s The 
Screaming Staircase (Doubleday, hard¬ 
back, £12.99) is the start of an exciting 
new series for older children set in a 
Britain suffering an epidemic of ghosts. 

Best-selling author of The Spook’s 
Apprentice, Joseph Delaney, will leave 
plenty of ten and 11-year-olds yearning for 
the light to be left on after reading this 
spooky tale about the place they put the 
worst phantoms, The Ghost Prison 
(Andersen Press, hardback, £7.99). We 
join young guard Billy on his first night on 
duty and learn about the inmates. This 
book is short, 112 pages, and has fine 
spooky black and white illustrations. A 
perfect Halloween read for young readers. 

Non-fiction 

Having grown up in a supposedly 
haunted house Roger Clarke developed an 
interest in the supernatural at an early 
age. In his A Natural History of 
Ghosts: 500 Years of Hunting for 
Proof (Particular Books, hardback, £20) 
he looks at ghostly encounters from psy¬ 
chological, historical and sociological per¬ 
spectives, and calls upon a wealth of 
anecdotes.

ONE of the first things you 
notice about Black Country 
lass Kim Lowings is that 
behind the crystal clear tone 
and glass smoothness of 
her voice there is a lot more 
power waiting to be 
unleashed.

Cooking up more tasty 
treats for the Judges 


L et’s hope that whoever came up 
with the format for The Great 
British Bake Off has got a cut of 
the profits from selling the show to 
other countries - because if they 
have, they’ll be worth a packet. 

It’s been sold to around a dozen 
countries outside the UK, including 
France, Australia and Poland, with 
Finland and Holland the latest to jump 
on the bandwagon. 

“We’ve seen broadcasters around 
the world put their own special twist 
on the format to great success, for 
example with the speciality cakes that 
are associated with different 
countries,” says Elin Thomas at BBC 
Worldwide. “Baking is a tradition 
everyone can relate to so I have no 
doubt this brilliant format will only 
continue to win more fans around the 
world.” 

What’s more, Dutch viewers will 
also get to see the UK version: “I’m 
very proud that we will broadcast this 
series in The Netherlands,” explains 
Jan Slagter, CEO of the channel 
MAX. “We have a rich baking 
tradition; from Fries Suikerbrood 
(Fries sugar bread) to Brabandse 
worstenbroodjes (Brabandse sausage 


rolls). We want to inspire our viewers, 
so that the whole country will start 
baking.” 

But for now, the only version we’re 
interested in is the original, British 
one, because it’s the week of the 
final. 

Last year’s final featured three men 
- Brendan Lynch, James Morton and 
John Whaite. 

In a shock result, it was John who 
won. He’d been a bit of a steady 
Eddie throughout the run, always 
doing okay without pulling up any 
trees, and simply made fewer 
mistakes than his fellow competitors 
in the last programme, which gave 
judges Mary Berry and Paul 
Hollywood no option but to crown him 
the winner. 

This year it will be very different - 
not least because the last remaining 
bloke, English teacher Glenn Cosby, 
bowed out of the competition in week 
seven. 

Since then, it’s been the women 
fighting it out, but in the nicest 
possible way, of course. They all 
clearly want to win, but obviously feel 
a tad guilty when they see one of 


their friends knocked out of the 
competition. 

Last week, Welsh wonder Beca, 
stylish Frances, ever-smiling 
Kimberley and doe-eyed Ruby set out 
to impress by baking the perfect 
savoury canapes, charlotte royals and 
opera cake. 

As usual there were tears, smiles 
and yelps of frustration. Expect 
something similar here, but with 100 
times the stress added, in this week’s 
grand finale. 

As ever, Mel Giedroyc and Sue 
Perkins attempt to mop their furrowed 
brows. 

Janice Hadlow, controller of BBC2, 
can’t wait for the programme either - 
or, no doubt, to see the ratings figures 
once they come in: “I’m absolutely 
thrilled by the phenomenal success of 
Great British Bake Off - all the 
ingredients of record ratings, a worthy 
winner, the expertise of Mary and 
Paul, wonderful presenters Mel and 
Sue and a brilliant series put together 
by Love productions plus of course all 
those irresistible cakes have come 
together to make a very special 
programme for BBC2.”

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Container plants need a 
little frost protection 

THE roots of plants growing in contain¬ 
ers do not have the protection from cold 
and frost provided when growing in the 
soil, and even otherwise hardy plants 
may become damaged during very cold 
winters. 

So protect the roots and the containers from severe 
weather by wrapping them in bubble wrap, hessian or, 
better still, ‘duvets’ made from plastic bags filled with 
shredded newspaper, polystyrene chips, roofing insu¬ 
lation or similar materials. 

If possible, move the containers against a sheltered 
wall or close to a building to provide extra protection. 

Raise the containers on to pot feet or bricks to avoid 
them sitting in the wet, which can lead to root rotting 
and cracking of terracotta pots. 

Topical tip: Although it’s easy to forget about 
patio planters at this time of year, keep an eye on all 
container plants to make sure the compost doesn’t dry 
out. 

Check the compost and try to keep it evenly moist, 
without drying out or becoming waterlogged. 

Lawns: 

This is not a major time of year for lawn care, but a 
little attention now will pay dividends in the spring. 

Depending on the weather, the grass may still be 
growing, so you may still need to mow the lawn. 

Raise the height of cut slightly higher than that for 
summer, since the grass grows more slowly during 
autumn. 

Mowing when the grass needs it will help the lawn 
to withstand the last of any warm, dry weather and 
help resist treading when the cold and wet weather 
arrives. But don’t mow when the grass is wet or 
frozen. 

Remove fallen leaves off the lawn before they block 
out light and air penetration to the grass, which can 
cause the grass to die. 

On large lawns, a powered leaf collector will make 
the job much easier or remove them using the lawn- 
mower with the blades set at their highest cutting 
height. This will make it easier than raking and will 
chop them into smaller pieces that can be added to the 
compost heap. 

Topical tip: Casting worms are often active at this 
time of year. Sweep away any worm casts to prevent 
them becoming seed beds for weed seeds to germinate. A little time spent of the lawn now can pay dividends in spring 

Weather eye will tell If 
your veg needs lifting 

THERE is nothing more satis¬ 
fying than growing your own 
vegetables 

Most root vegetables can be left in 
the ground and gathered as and when 
you need them. But in case a cold spell 
prevents harvesting or even damages 
them, some can be lifted and stored in 
a cool, frost-free shed; only store 
sound, healthy roots. 

Celeriac and turnips are especially 
frost sensitive, so should be lifted and 
stored. Carrots left in the ground will 
benefit from an insulating covering of 
straw or similar material under plastic 
sheeting. Parsnips produce sweeter 
roots if exposed to mild frosts. 

Sow overwintering broad beans in 
mild regions. Covering the soil and 
young plants with fleece or cloches will 
provide insulation in colder areas, as 
well as protection from pigeons. 

It may be better to sow them in small 
pots or cell trays and then plant out the 
young plants when they’ve grown on - 
cloche protection may be needed in 
exposed and cold regions. 

Mature 

Garlic cloves can be planted out in 
mild areas in good, free-draining soil. 

In other areas, they can be started in 
small pots or cell trays and planted out 
when more mature. 

If you want some fresh, tasty salad 
crops, radishes, mustard, cress winter 
lettuces and cut-and-come-again salad 
crops can be sown in growing-bags in a 
greenhouse or in pots or troughs on a 
sunny windowsill. 

Topical tip: Stake Brussels sprout 
plants to prevent them being Blown 
over in strong winds. 

Fruit 

Now’s the perfect time to plant all 
new fruit trees, bushes and canes. The 
soil will still be quite warm, and the 
roots of new plants will benefit from 
this. This is particularly important for 
peaches and nectarines. Make sure the 
soil is well prepared with plenty of 
organic matter - such as well-rotted 
manure, compost, composted bark or 



In mild areas garlic bulbs can be

Always plant at the same depth that 
the plant was originally growing and 
firm the soil around the roots.

After planting, mulch the soil 
around fruit trees and bushes with a 5- 
7.5cm (2-3in) thick layer of Levington

and maintain soil moisture levels in 
spring and summer. 

Take hardwood cuttings of blueber¬ 
ries, currants, gooseberries, figs and 
grape vines; only use healthy, virus- 
free plants. 

Topical tip: Move tender citrus 
trees into a frost-free greenhouse or 
conservatory for the winter and reduce 
watering to keep the compost rela¬ 
tively dry. 

Switch to a citrus winter feed and 
apply regularly as recommended on 
the container.

Bumper sales send 
an upbeat message 


THE ‘13’ registration number 
has proved lucky for new car 
sales in the UK as it has been 
the best selling six-month 
period in nine registration 
plate changes. 

From March 1 to the end of August, 
the number of 13-plate cars sold 
totalled 1,115,459 in the UK to make 
this the most successful new car sales 
period in five years. 

The Society of Motor Manufacturers 
and Traders, which compiles new car 
sales information, says this bodes well 


for the 63-reg that began on September 
1. It reckons more the £6 billion will be 
spent on new cars in the six months 
from September 1 to the end of Febru¬ 
ary 2014. 

“We have seen a strong performance 
from the new car market throughout 
2013, with the number of cars regis¬ 
tered increasing in July for the 17th 
successive month,” said Mike 
Baunton, SMMT interim chief execu¬ 
tive. 

“Now we have evidence of consistent 
growth, we have raised our forecast for 
2013 new car registrations to 2.216 


million units, an increase of over eight 
per cent on last year,’ he added. 

‘In line with this positive trend, we 
expect the new 63 plate to be very suc¬ 
cessful and for September registra¬ 
tions to provide a similar peak to that 
seen in March.” 

March is typically the month for the 
highest number of registrations, with 
September coming a close second. 
More than a third of annual registra¬ 
tions occur in March and September 
combined, with the other months typi¬ 
cally accounting for 6.5 per cent of the 
annual total.

New Porsche power player 
revealed ahead of LA show 


THE new Porsche 911 Turbo Cabriolet has 
been revealed ahead of its launch at the Los 
Angeles Motor Show. 

The model takes a largely familiar format to models that 
have gone before it, but this time the German firm’s releas¬ 
ing two Turbo models at the same time. 

The 513bhp Turbo Cabriolet will be the entry point to the 
forced-induction 911 duo, starting at £126,766 before 
options. Thanks to four-wheel drive, it can sprint from 0- 
62mph in 3.5 seconds - 0.3 seconds slower than its coupe 
counterpart. 

It shares a 197mph top speed and a fuel economy average 
of 28.5mpg with the more powerful Turbo S model, which 
completes the industry-standard launch to 62mph in just 


3.2 seconds. It does, however, cost £149,511, which takes 
account of some improved interior appointments and 
upgraded features over the Turbo. 

The two new 911s have been built with a new, wider 
bodyshell that adds 28mm to the overall width at the rear 
wheels compared to the widest current 911. Previously, 
Turbo models have used the Carrera 4’s already widened 
shell. Both new models share the same roof, which uses a 
new design of folding mechanism to better mimic the shape 
of the 911 coupe’s silhouette. 

As before, the electric mechanism can be raised and 
lowered at up to 31mph, with this iteration taking a brisk 
13 seconds to switch between either position. 

More details will be revealed closer to the models’ debut 
at the LA Show in November.

Bolstering a 95 per cent score in the 
long-established adult occupant pro¬ 
tection and an 87 per cent awarded for 
child passenger protection is an excel¬ 
lent 77 per cent for pedestrian protec¬ 
tion - a high score in what is a 
developing category. 

The 95 per cent is, according to 
Qoros, the highest adult occupant pro¬ 
tection score awarded by Euro NCAP 
in 2013, and has helped the brand 


achieve its status as the first Chinese- 
based manufacturer to produce a five- 
star car in the notoriously challenging 
crash test regime.

Check your tyre tread and 
stay safe on the roads

THE weather’s turning and leaves are falling, 
and while it’s never the most popular of sub¬ 
jects, tyre safety is paramount during the 
colder and wetter months. 

Unfortunately, many drivers pay scant regard to tyre 
safety, as I experienced myself on returning to my car just a 
few days ago. 

I spotted a very common sight these days - a very bald 
tyre. Not on my car, of course, but on the worn out-looking 
Peugeot parked next to me. 

It was clearly illegal, and verging on downright danger¬ 
ous. I wondered whether to leave a note, and also whether 
my advice would be met by thanks or otherwise. 

Just then the owner of the Peugeot arrived. She got in and 
began to reverse away - and I noticed a child’s car seat in 
the back. That was reason enough to intervene. 

Politest 

I approached her open passenger window and asked, in 
the politest and most non-confrontational tone I could 
muster, if she knew she had a bald front tyre. “No, I didn’t”, 
came the friendly and receptive reply. I wondered if she’d 
noticed why it took three quarters of a mile to stop from 
30mph in the wet. 

Illegal 

“It’s really quite bad, definitely illegal and that’s three 
points if you get caught,” I said. Keen to avoid giving a 
lecture, I tried to frame it in a legal way to inject a sense of 
urgency. She thanked me and promised to get it looked at, 
before driving off. 

Of course, what I’d really wanted to say was that, with a 
tyre in that condition, she was putting her own life, that of 
her family and other road users at a huge risk. 

Stopping distances increase dramatically with worn 
tyres. Research by Continental Tyres has shown that tyres 
with less than 3mm of tread have dramatically reduced grip, 
never mind something approaching a racing slick. In wet 
weather a worn tyre is much more susceptible to aquaplan¬ 
ing and, as anyone who’s experienced it will know, once that 
happens you just have to sit back and wait for the grip to 
come back. 

We all have a responsibility to drive in a manner that 
keeps us and our own passengers safe, and is mindful of

other road users, but arguably there’s an even greater 
requirement to ensure that our cars are fit for purpose too. 
There may be a wide range of driving abilities on the road, 
but the one relative constant is the ability and safety of the 
modern car. It’s our greatest safety asset and is therefore 
worth keeping that way.
